WICKED WARFARE. 


, chief question involved is, whether, un- 


der the guise of the forms of civil govern- 


ment, a policy unjust and cruel to the people of the 
Philippines islands and injurious and dishonorable 
to American citizenship shall be indefinitely, if not 
perpetually, continued, or whether there shall be 
substituted in its stead a more righteous and hu- 
mane policy, the intent and purpose of which is to 
confer upon these people within the shortest urac- 
ticable period, and upon reasonable and proper 
term*, an auto.nonous system of free self-govern- 
ment, based upon the principle of a reasonable per- 
iod to afford training and experience, shall eventu- 
ate into an unqualified and absolute independence." 


This is a portion of the report of the Democrats 


on the house committee on insular affairs on the 
bill for civil government in the Philippines. 


The principal cansc of the trouble between Gen. 


Miles and the president was that he referred to the 
severity with which the war in the Philippines is 
carried on. Secretary Root had been concealing 
facts and asserting that the \var was being conduct- 
ed in a humane manner. Miles knew better for the 
report of the civil governor of Tahayas had passed 
through his hands. After considerable trouble the 
senate committee on the Philippines secured the 
report. On reading it one is not inclined to blame 
the Secretary for attempting to withhold it. 
We 


select a few paragraphs of the report. 


"As civil governor I feel it my duty to say that 


it is my firm conviction that the United States 
troops should at the earliest opportunity be concen- 
trated into one or two garrisons, if it is thought de- 
sirable that the good sentiment and loyalty that for- 
merly existed to the United States" government 
among the people of this province should be con- 
verted and encouraged. 
•> 


The course now being puisued in this province 


and in the province of Batangas, Laguna and Samar 
is, in my opinion, sowing the seeds for a perpetual 
revolution against us hereafter, whenever a good 
opportunity offers. 
Under present conditions the 


political situation in thfs province is slowly retro- 
grading, and American sentiment is decreasing, and 
we are daily making permanent enemies. 


• 
In the course above referred to, troops make rio 


distinction often, between the property of those na- 
tive who are insurgents or insurgent sympathizers 
and the property of those who heretofore have risk- 
ed their lives by being loyal to the United States 
and giving us information against their countrymen 
in arms. Often every house in a barrio is burned. 


Ucing in close touch with the ptople, having 


visited all the pueblos one or more times, having 
lived with them in their homes, I know that such a 
sentiment once existed. Of late by leason of the 
conduct of the troops such as the extensive burning 
of the barrios in trying to lay waste the country so 
that the insurgents cannot occupy it, the torturing 
of natives by so-called "water cure" and other meth- 
ods, in order to obtain information, the harsh treat- 
ment of natives generally, and the failure of inex- 
perienced lately appointed lieutenants commanding 
posts, to distinguish oetween those who are friend- 
ly and those unfriendly and to treat every native 
as if he were, whether or not, an insurrecto at heart 
this favorable sentiment, above referred to, is being 
fast destroyed and a deep hatred toward us engen°- 
dered. If these things need to be done, they liad 
be>t l.j done by native troops so that the people of 
the United States will not be credited therewith" 


This is not the report of a native officer, but is 


mjile by General Gardener, an army officer, capa- 
ble of looking at matters from a military as \vell as 
a civil standpoint. It is official evidence that such 
outrages as Spain committed there and in Cuba is 
being repeated by the forces of the United States. 
The court martial of Major Wallei has brought out 
Other facts. That officer asserts that he was told by 
his superiors to mike Samar a howling uaste; .to 
treat it so. that the inhabitants would have a stroiif 
yearningfor peace, not^tp encumber himself vxith 
prisoner* but to kill ail na'tives above ten years of 
age. 


The Philippine commission, having passed laws 


that would prevent the circulation of the Ueckra- 
tion of Independence in the Philippines, is now re 
sorting to sedition laws to prevent criticism. 
The 


editors of two American papers in Minila have been 
arrested for criticizing the commission and a protest 
is to be made to the president against this despotic 
act. 
It makes an American shudder to t h i n k that 


such abuses and outrages are being perpetrated by 
men wearing the American uniform and inarching 
under the stars and stripes. 


The determination of the Philipinos not to sub- 


mit to despotic rule is so gieat that they never have 
been really subdued 
Spain never governed but a 


small part of the islands. 
She could not. \Ve 


have never pacified for any length of time, more 
territory than our troops could control. Our course 
only makes t . Filipinos more bitter against us. 
Tht testituc. . of army officers makes it clear that 
w« cannot have peaceful possession of the islands 
in fifty years. The natives hate us more bitterly 
than they did Spain, and not without cause. 
Shall 


we goon with a cruel and wicked war, bringing no 
g»od to n« or the natives, bectitw a foolish prid* 


will not pejmit-iis to withdraw and admit a mistakfe?
